The Communists are also unduly complicating aerial 
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support activities; hi one case, “they refused to axiow 
the medical evacuation of an Indonesian. The Indo- 
nesians have already decided to withdraw their team 
from An Loc, # a aub-ragional office north of Saigon , 
on 1 May. These withdrawals, if carried out, could 
vrell cause f urther delay in the dispatch of ICCS teams 
to Gio Linh and Loo Ban , the only two of the six 
border entry points specified in the Ba ris agreement 
where teams have not yet been placed.

The Military Situation 


Encountering only light; enemy resistance,, gov- 
ernment forces completed sweep operations along the 
east .bank of the Mekong opposite Phnom Penh over the 
weekend.. Northwest of Phnom Penh/ however,/ the op- 
eration to reopen Route 5 has been postponed indefi- 
nitely because of stiff Communist resistance that 
forced the abandonment of several small outposts. 

In the south/ government forces have reoccupied the 
village of Tram Khnar along Route 3 after losing it 
briefly to the Communists on 29 April. Government 
forces have also again reoccupiad the village of Siem 
Reap some 12 mileE from Phnom Penh along Route 2. 
Farther south/ government forces have expanded Takao's 
defensive perimeter to the southeast and northeast/ 
but continue to run up against strong resista nce west 
25X1 of the town. I I 
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
